THE    FARM    INCOME  SITUATION 

Preliminary  Estimates  for  December 

The  drop  in  total  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  in  December  I9U3  vas 
less  than  usual^  and  the  preliminary  figure  for  the  month  vras  1,697  million 
dollars  compared  vdth  2,005  million  dollars  in  November.     The  23  percent 
4@©r-ease  in  income  from  crops  was  not  quite  as  great  as  generally  occurs,  but 
the  drop  in  receipts  from  livestock  was  slightly  greater  than  usual.    There  vra 
a  sharp  decline  in  income  from  fruits  and  nuts,  most  of  vrhich  was  because  of 
the  seasonal  falling  off  of  receipts  f rom  d eciduous  fruits.     Income  from  citru? 
fruits  was  up  more  than  usual  while  the  drop  in  receipts  from  apples  was 
greater  than  ordinarily  takes  place.     Income  from  feed  grains  and  hay  did  not 
make  as  great  an  increase  as  usual,  largely  because  of  the  failure  of  receipts 
from  corn  to  rise  as  much  as  is  generally  expected  at  this  time  of  year  even 
though  there  was  a  substantial  advance  in  price.     Sales  of  all  classes  of  meat 
an-imal-s-declined  slightly  more  than  seasonally.     Egg  sales  advanced  about  21 
percent  over  November  and  receipts  increased  nearly  19  percent  more  than  usual. 

Government  payments  rose  from  38  million  dollars  in  November  IShj,  to  ks 
million  dollars  in  December.  Payments  in  December  19U2  amounted  to  7^  million 
dollars. 

The  preliminary  estimate  for  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  for  I9U3 
is  19.009  million  dollars  compared  with  15,366  million  dollars  in  I9U2. 
Increases  in  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  were  responsible 
for  the-  largest  part  of  the  marked  rise  in  total  income.     Increased  sales  of 
all  classes  af  meat  animals  were  especially  pronounced.    Hog  sales  in  partic- 
ular made  sharp  advances  over  last  year.     Marked  increases  in  sales  of  poultry 
and  eggs  occixrred  at  higher  average  prices. 
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Nearly  all  types'  of  vegetables  received  higher  incomes  in  19'+3  tiian  in 
19^2,  especially  the  record  potato  crop.    Receipts  from  both  citrus  and  decidu- 
ous fruits  rose  sharply  over  19^-)  and  the  gain  in  income  from  all  the  oil- 
hearing  crops  was  striking. 

Summary  ' 

Although  a.  11  percent  drop  occurred'  in  total  cash  income  from  farm 
marketings,  in  No vemher  19^3  as  compared  with  October,  receipts  from  crops  were 
5  percent  above  November  19^2,  and  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
was  22  percent  greater  than  a  year  earlier. 

Total  receipts  in  November  19^3  varied  from  I3  percent  below  November 
19^2  in  the  South  -Central  region  to  36  percent  above  in  the  Southern  region. 

Increased  receipts  from  the  unusually  large  potato  crop  in  most  of  the 
States  helped  to  bring  about  the  rise  in  income  from  crops  which  occurred  in 
all  regions  except  West  North  Central  and  South  Central.  Receipts  from  potatoes 
were  especially  high  in  Maine  and  New  York  where  income  from  crops  was  7^  and 
79  percent  above  November  19^2,  respectively.    Receipts  from  wheat  fell  off  in 
the  West  North  Central  region,  and  income  from  cotton  was  down  in  the  South 
•Central  region,  resulting  in  a  marked  decline  in  income  from  crops  in  both 
sections.  • 

The  percentage  changes  in  income  for  the  period  January  through  November 
19^3  as  compared  with  19^2  were  relatively  small.    The  increase  of  9  percent  ir. 
vhe  South  Central  region  was  the  smallest  regional  percentage  gain  in  receipts 
from  crops,  and  the  rise  of  kl  percent  in  the  Western  region  \7as  the  largest. 
The  greatest  gains  were  made  by  oil-bearing  crops,  as  income  from  this  source 
soared  to  over  three  times  the  19^2  figure  in  the  North  Atlantic  and  the  South 
Central  regions.    Receipts  from  peanuts  in  Texas  were  six  times  as  great  as  in 
19^2,  and  income  from  soybeans  was  12  times  as  great.    Total  income  for  the 
United  States  as  a  whole  from  oil-bearing  crops  in  the  year  19^+3  vri.ll  be  about 
70  percent  higher  than  in  I9U2, 
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While  income  from  vegetables  and  truck  crops  from  January  through 
November  19^+3  increased  in  all  regions,  the  largest  gain  occurred  in  the 
South  Atlantic  region  where  receipts  were  52  percent  greater  than  for  the 
same  11  months  of  I9U2.  ~  s 

Income  from  cotton  from  January  through  November  was  down  2^  percent 
|@|  in  the  West  North  Central  region  and  5  percent  in  the  South  Central  region  ■ 
compared  with  19^2,    Receipts  from  cotton  were  about  the  same  as  last  year  in  ; 
the  South  Atlajatic  region,  but  they  were  up  29  percent  in  the  Western  region. 

Income  from  wheat  increased  I3  percent  above  a  year  earlier  in  the  West  '■ 
North  Central  region  but  decreased  2  percent  in  the  Western  region.  In  North  ' 
Dakota,  receipts  from  wheat  were  kO  percent  greater  than  in  19^2,  but  in  Kansas 
they  were  about ;^  5  percent  less. 

Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  increased  20  percent  during 
the  first  11  months  of  19^3  from  the  same  period  in  19^2  in  the  Western  region, 
but  was  up  ho  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  region.    In  Wyoming  where  income 
from  dairy  products  and  from  poultry  and  eggs  rose  somewhat  above  19^2  levels 
to  offset  a  decline  in  receipts  from  meat  animals,  returns  from  live-^tock  were 
only  2  percent  above  a  year  earlier.    But  in  Georgia  income  from  poultry  and 
eggs  was  nearly  twice  as  great  as  in  19^+2,  receipts  from  dairy  products  and 
from  meat  animals  made  jmarked  gains  and  income  from  livestock  as  a  whole  was 
57  percent  above  19^2. 

Receipts  from  hogs  were  high  in  all  sections  and  increased  Ul  percent  ■ 
in  the  West  North  Central  region.    The  gain  in  income  from  hogs  in  Iowa  was 
39  percent.    Receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  were  also  high  generally,  increas- 
ing  70  percent  over  19^2  in  the  South  Atlantic  region  and  87  percent  in 
Delaware,

North  Atlantic  Region  . 

Total  income  from  farm  marketings  in  the  North  Central  region  in 
November  19^3  was  25  percent  greater  than  in  November  19^2.    Receipts  from 
crops,  which  were  k'J  percent  above  a  year  earlie'r,  were  responsible  for  most 
of  the  advance  in  total  income.  ^_Livestock  showed  a  I6  percent  gain.    For  the 
period  January  through  November '19^3 ,  total  income  increased  21  percent  over 
19^2.    Receipts  from  crops  were  20  percent  greater  than  a  year  earlier,  while 
income  from  livestock  was  up  21  percent. 

Potato  marketings  in  November  were  heavy  in  all  States  in  the  region 
but  were  especially  heavy  in  Maine,  New  York,  and  Pennsylvania.    Tobacco  sales 
were  unusually  high  in  Connecticut  and  Massachusetts. 

Receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  were  up  substantially  over  November  19^2 
in  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  and 
Pennsylvania.    Income  from  meat  animals  and  dairy  products  was  relatively  high 
in  Pennsylvania,  although  receipts  from  dairy  products  in  most  States  were  about 
the  same  as  in  November  I9U2. 


Income  from  potatoes  contributed  more  than  any  other  crop  to  the  20  per- 
cent increase  in  receipts  from  crops  for  the  period  January  through  November 
19^+3  o"^er  a  year  earlier.    Income  from  soybeans  also  showed  significant  gains 
in  New  York,  New  Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania.    Relatively  large  increases  were 


made  in  receipts  from  "b-ackwheat  in  Pennsylvania  and  New  York.    Gains  were  made 
ih  income  from  apples  quite  generally  throughout  the^  region. 

•  Income  from  poultry  .and  gggs'for  the.  11  months  was  high,  compared  with 
a  year  earlier,  in-all  States  in  the  region.  Receipts-  from,  meat  animals  were 
up  30  percent  over  for-.the;  region  as  a  v^ole.    Nearly  every  §tate  showed 

substantial  increases  in  income  from  all -cXssses.  of .  meat 'animals  ever  19^2., 

East  North  Central  Region 

Total  income  in  the  East  North  Central  region  for  November  19^3  ^as. 
21  percent  above  November  19^2.    Receipts  from  crops  were  32  percent  greater  . 
than  November  19^2  and  income  from  livestock  showed  a  17  percent  gain.  There 
was  an  increase  of  22  percent  in  total  income  for  the  period  January  through 
November  19^3       relation  to  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.    Crops  advanced 
21  percent  while  livestock  increased  22  percent. 

Receipts  from  nearly  all  crops  were  high  in  this  region  in  Novembar,  as 
compared  with  the  same  month  in  19^2.    Income  from  potatoes  showed  large  ..gg.ins 
in  Ohio  and  Michigan,  and  receipts  from  soybeans  in  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  Illinois 
were  about  double  19^2  levels.    Income  from  feed  crops  in  Ohio,  Indiana,,  and 
Illinois  exceeded  19^2  income  by  wide  margins.    Income  from  fruits  made  ^  gain 
of  60  percent  for  the  region  as  a  whole.    Large  increases  in  receipts  from 
apples  were  made  in  Illinois  and  Michigan,  and  receipts  from  grapes  were, 
relatively  high  in  Ohio.  ... 

The  largest  percentage  increases  in  income  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products  in  November  19^3  over  the  same  month  a  year  earlier  were  made  in^ 
poultry  and  eggs»    Receipts  from  this  source  in  every  State  in  "the  region 
showed  large  gains.    Income  from  meat  animals  was  I7  percent  higher  than  in 
19^2.    Relatively  large  receipts  from  hogs  in  all  States  were  mostly  responsi- 
ble for  these  gains.    But  smaller  increases  in  income  from  cattle  and  calves, 
which  were  also  quite  general  throughout  the  regions,  contributed  to  the 
advance  in  income  from  meat  animals.    Receipts  from  dairy  products  showed  minor 
gains  in  all  States.    YThile  income  from  milk  sold  at  wholesale  was  up  sub- 
stantially in  all  parts  of  the  region,  receipts  from  butterfat  were  just  as 
consistently  dovm,  relative  to  I9U2. 

Outstanding  gains  in  receipts  were  made  by  oil-bearing  crops  and  vege- 
tables from  January  through  November  19^3»  as  compared  with  the  'same  period 
a  year  earlier..    Increases  in  income  from  potatoes  and  truck  crops  occurred 
throughout  the  region,  and  there  was  an  18  percent  gain  in  receipts  from  dry 
edible  beans  in  Illinois,    Receipts  from  fised  crops  were  up  18  percent  in  the 
region.    Income  from  corn  and  hay  was  relatively  high  in  most  States.  Receipts 
from  food  grains  were  about  the  same  as  in  19^2, 

Income  from  poultry  and  eggs  for  the  11  moriths  showed  a  gain  of  per- 
cent over  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.  All  States  in  the  region  shared  in 
these  increases,  .  Receipts  from  meat  animals, were  relatively  high  with  receipts 
from  hogs  making  the  greatest  gains.  Income  from  dairy  products  \7as  20  percent 
above  19^2.  Receipts  from  milk  sold  at  ?/holesale  showed  an  increase  of  27  per- 
cent over  a  year  earlier  while  income  from  milk  sold  at  retail  and  from  sale  of 
butterfat  declined.        •  ..■  ., 


'West  North  Central  Region"  ■ 

The  increa,s>  in  total  cash  "income  for  Novera'ber  19^3  in  the  West  North 
Central  region  over,  Nov emlser  19^2  was  J  percent.    Income  from  cro-ps  shov/ed  a 

25  percent  decrease,  but  receipts  from  livestoclc  gained  2^ percent.-  For  the 
11  months,  January  through  November 1I9U3, . total  income  increased  29  percent 
over  a  year  earlier.    Income  from  crops,  was  up  26,  p6rcfent  and  receipts  from 
livestock  rose  30.  percent. 

Although  income  from  crops  showed  a  rather  sharp  decline  in  Novemher 
as  compared  with  the  same  month  in  1'9^2,  receipts,  fro'ra  oil-bearing  crops  and 
from  feed  crops  made  substantial  gains.  -.Increases  in. receipts  from  corn  were 
responsible  for  the  largest  part  of  the  gain  in  income  from' feed  crops  in 
raos-t  States.    Income  from  soybeans  was  especially  high  in  Iowa  and  Missouri. 
Relatively  large  increases  in-  receipt.s  -from  potatoes  were  made  in  Minnesota 
and  Nebraska,  and  income  from  vegetables  as  a  whole  advanced  s-lightly  over 
November  19^2,  although  receipts  from  dry  edible  b'eans  and  truck  crops  showed 
marked  declines.    Receipts  from  legume  and  grass  seeds  showed  marked  advances 
in. Missouri,.  Nebraska,  and  Kansas. 

Income  from  meat  animals  for  the  West  North  Central  region  increased 

26  percent .  in  November  19^+3  over  November  19^2.    Receipts  from  cattle  and 
hogs  were^.  espe.cially  high  in  all  States.    Income  from  poultry  and  eggs  advancec' 
18  percent'over  a  year  earlier.  ■  Receipts  from  eggs  were  high  throughout  the 
region.    Income  from  dairy  products  was  up  in  all  States  except  in  North  and 
South  Dakota. 

Income  from  oil-bearing  crops  showed  the,  largest  percentage  gain  of 
any  of  the  crop  groti;^^  for  the  period  January  throXigh  ilov'ember  19^3>  con^ared 
with  the  same  perioct- a  year  earlier.    Receipts  from  flaxseed  and  saybeans  made 
decided  advances.    Income  from  feed  crops  was  up  sharply.  ■  Marked  increases 
were  made  by  corn,  oafs,  and  barley. 

Receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  for  the  11-month  period  showed  a  gain 
of  ^9  percent  over' 19^2.    Increases  in  receipts  from  eggs  and  chickens  were 
especially  large.    Income  from  dairy  products  and  from  meat  animals  each 
advanced  2S  percent  over  19^2.  .Income  from  milk  sold  at  wholesale  and  from 
hogs,  increased  sharply  in  all  States  in  -the  region. 

South  Atlantic  Region  ' 

In  the  South  Atlantic  region,  total  cash  income  was '31  percent  greater 
in  November  19^3  than  in  the  same  month  a  year  earlier.    Receipts  from  crops 
were  up  28  percent  and  income  from  livestock  showed  a  gain  of  ^0  percent. 
The  increase  in  total  income  for  the  period  January  through  November  19^3  over 
the  same  11  months  a  year  earlier  was  27  percent.    Receipts  from  crops 
increased  22  percent  and  livestock  was  up  Uo  percent. 

Large  percentage  gains  were  made  in  receipts  from  tobacco  and  vege- 
tables in  this  region  during  November  as  compared  with  the  same  month  in  19^2. 
Income, from  tobacco  was  especially  high  in  Virginia  and  North  Carolina. 
Receipts  from  sweetpotatoes  were  up  sharply  in  nearly  all  States  in  the  region 
Income  from  cit.rus'  fruit  was  high  in  Florida.  • 
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Receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  were  especially  high  in  Noveml,er  in 
relation  to  the  saine  month  in  19^2.    Income  from  hroilers  was  up  in  all  State, 
and  receipts  from  eggs  made  marked  gains  generally.    Income  from  meat  animals 
as  a  whole  was  relatively  high.    Receipts  from  hogs  showed  mariced  increases 
in  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  and  Georgia.    Income  from  dairy  products  was  up 
about  12  percent.    Receipts  from  milk  sold  at  wholesale  increased  quite 
generally  throughout  the  region. 

For  the  period  January  through  November  19^3.  income  from  oil-hearing 
crops,  vegetables,  and  feed  crops  made  significant  gains,  compared  with  a 
year  earlier.    Receipts  from  peanuts  were  especially  high  in  Virginia,  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  and  Florida.    Income  from  potatoes  made 
large  gains  in  North  Carolina,  Virginia,  and  South  Carolina.    Receipts  from 
corn  and  hay  were  up  sharply  in  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  and 
Georgia.    Income  from  citrus  fruits  increased  over  bO  percent  in  Florida  for 
the  11-month  period. 

The  increase  of  70  percent  in  income  from  poultry  and  eggs  was  well 
distributed  over  the  entire  region,  as  all  States  contributed  substantially 
toward  the  heavy  increases  in  receipts  from  both  broilers  and  eggs. 

Receipts  from  dairy  products  increased  about  I5  percent  for  the  region. 
Income  from  milk  sold  at  wholesale  and  from  butterfat  was  up  in  all  States, 
while  receipt from  milk  sold  at  retail  were  down  generally. 


South  Central  Region 

Total  income  from  farm  marketings  in  November  19^3  in  the  South  Central 
region  was  I3  percent  less  than  in  November  I9U2,    Receipts  from  crops  decline 
25  percent  but  income  from  livestock  increased  2k  percent.    For  the  period 
January  through  November  19^3 »  total  income  was  I7  percent  greater  than  for  th 
same  11  months  in  19^2.    Receipts  from  crops  were  9  percent  above  a  year 
earlier,  while  income  from  livestock  was  up  28  percent. 

Income  from  oil-bearing  crops,  feed  crops,  and -sugar  crops  was  espe- 
cially high  in  this  region  in  November  in  relation  to  the  same  month  in  19^2. 
Receipts  from  peanuts  made  large  gains  in  Alabama,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas.  Incon 
from  grain  sorghums  advanced  sharply  in  Texas  and  receipts  from  sugarcane  suga* 
increased  substantially  in  Louisiana.    Income  from  citrus  fruits  in  Texas  was 
well  above  November  I9U2  and  receipts  from  pecans  made  significant  gains  in 
Alabama,  Mississippi,  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas. 

Receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  in  November  I9U3  were  35  percent  higher 
in  the  region  as  a  whole  than  in  November  I9U2.    'Income  from  all  types  of 
poultry  and  from  eggs  showed  substantial  gains  in  nearly  every  State.    A  markef 
increase  in  milk  sold  at  wholesale  in  all  sections  was  largely  responsible  for 
the  21  percent  gain  in  receipts  from  dairy  products.    All  States  shared  in  the 
85  percent  increase  in  receipts  from  hogs  for.  the  region,  which  vras  responsibly 
for  most  of  the  gain  in  income  from  meat  animals. 

Oil-bearing  crops  showed  a  large  percentage  gain  in  income  for  the 
period  January  through  November  19^3  as  compared  with  I9U2.    The  increase  in 
the  receipts  from  peanuts  was  especially  large.    Income  from  sweetpotatoes, 
which  was  more  than  double  that  of  last  year,  contributed  materially  to  the 
gain  of  51  percent  in  receipts  from  vegetables  for  the  region.    A  large 
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percentage  gain  was  also  made  in  the  income  from  white  potatoes.  Increases 
in  income  from  "both  white  and  sweetpotatoes  v/ere  made  in  nearly  all  Sta.tes 
in  the  region.    A  decrease  of  12  percent  in  receipts  from  tread  grains 
occurred,  as  income  from  wheat  fell  off  in  Oklahoma  and  Texas.  Receipts 
from  citrus  fruits  made  a  gain  of  over  60  percent. 

Substantial  increases  in  income  from  poultry  and  from  eggs  occurred 
in  all  States  in  the  11  months,  January  through  November  19^3  compared  with 
19^2.    General  increases  in  receipts  from  milk  sold  at  wholesale  accounted 
for  a  large  part  of  the  2g-percent  gain  in  receipts  from  dairy  products  for 
the  region.    Income  from  hogs  and  from  sheep  ejid  lamhs  rose  in  most  Sta.tes, 
and  income  from  meat  animals  showed  a  22-percent  gain. 

Western  Region 

Total  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  in  the  Western  region  for 
November  19^3  ^^.s  36  percent  above  the  same  month  in  19^2,    Receipts  from 
crops  showed  a  gain  of  kk  percent,  and  income  from  livestock  rose  25  percent. 
For  the  11  months  January  through  November  19^3»  total  cash  income  was  3I  per- 
cent greater  than  for  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.    Receipts  from  crops 
increased  Ul  percent  and  income  from  livestock  advanced  20  percent. 

Receipts  from  feed  crops  in  November  19^3  rose  sharply  above  the  same 
month  of  19^2  in  this  region.    Income  from  barley  and  hay  made  the  greatest 
gains.     Income  from  vegetables  advanced  slightly,  with  receipts  from  potatoes 
showing  a  decided  increase  in  all  States  except  Wyoming.    Income  from  bread 
grains  declined,  with  receipts  from  wheat  showing  decided  decreases  in  some 
of  the  important  grain-growing  States.    Receipts  from  sugar  beets  showed 
definite  decreases  in  all  sections.    Income  from  fruits  and  nuts  made  impor- 
tant gains  in  California. 

Income  from  all  types  of  meat  animals  in  November  19^3  made  decided 
increases  over  the  same  month  a  year  earlier*  Receipts  from  hogs  were  up  in 
all  States  and  income  from  cattle  and  calves  was  relatively  high  in  Montana, 
New  Mexico,  Colorado,  Washington,  and  Oregon.  Substantial  gains  in  receipts 
from  all  forms  of  poultry  products  v;ere  quite  general  throughout  the  region. 
Increases  in  receipts  from  milk  sold  at  wholesale  were  made  in  all  States 
although  receipts  from  milk  sold  at  retail  and  from  butterfat  were  generally 
low. 

Income  from  flaxseed  for  the  period  January  through  November  19^3  ^^-s 
81  percent  higher  than  for  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.  Significant 
increases  occurred  in  California  and  Montana.    Receipts  from  vegetables  were 
relatively  high,  with  income  from  potatoes  showing  marked  advances  in  all 
States.    Receipts  from  feed  crops  also  made  a  significant  gain,  as  receipts 
from  barley  and  hay  were  high  generally. 

Income  from  fruits  and  nuts  for  the  entire  region  was  57  percent 
greater  than  a  year  earlier.    Receipts  were  especially  large  in  California 
and  income  from  deciduous  fruits  was  high  in  Washington,  Utah,  and  Oregon. 
Income  from  both  citrus  fruits  and  deciduous  fruits  made  substantial  gains 
in  Arizona. 

Increases  in  receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  and  dairy  products  occurrc 
generally  throughout  the  region.    Receipts  from  hogs  rose  sharply  in  all 
States  and  income  from  cattle  and  calves  and  from  sheep  and  lambs  made  defi-/ 
nite  gains  for  the  region  as  a  whole.
